1. FOLLOWING IS MISSION TRANSLATION OF DRAFT RESOLUTION 
ON SOUTH AFRICA PRESENTLY BEING TRANSLATED BY SECRETARIAT; 
THE SECURITY COUNCIL 

CONSIDERING RESOLUTION 3207(XXIX) OF 30 SEPTEMBER 
1974 BY WHICH THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY REQUESTED IT TO EXAMINE 
THE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN THE UNITED NATIONS ORGANIZATION 
AND SOUTH AFRICA, TAKING INTO ACCOUNT THE CONTINUED 
VIOLATION BY THE LATTER OF THE PRINCIPLES OF THE CHARTER 
AND OF THE UNIVERSAL DECLARATION OF THE RIGHTS OF MAN. 
HAVING HEARD THE STATEMENTS OF PERSONS WHO HAVE BEEN 
INVITED TO SPEAK BEFORE THE COUNCIL ON THIS QUESTION. 
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TAKING NOTE OF THE STATMENT OF THE CHAIRMAN 

OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON APARTHEID AND OF THE REPORT 
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ENTITLED "VIOLATIONS BY THE SOUTH AFRICAN REGIME OF 
THE CHARTER OF THE UNITED NATIONS AND OF RESOLUTIONS OF 
THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY AND OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL" ADOPTED 
UNANIMOUSLY BY THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON APARTHEID 27 
SEPTEMBER 1974. 

PROFOUNDLY DISTURBED BY THE AGGRAVATION OF THE SITUATION 
IN SOUTH AFRICA DUE TO THE INTENSIFICATION OF THE 
INHUMANE AND AGGRESSIVE POLICY OF APARTHEID FOLLOWED BY 
THE GOVERNMENT OF SOUTH AFRICA. 

RECALLING ALL ITS PREVIOUS RESOLTUIONS ON THIS 
QUESTION AND PARTICULARLY THE CLAUSES OF RESOLUTION 311 
(1972) OF 4 FEBRUARY 1972 BY WHICH IT IS GRAVELY PRE- 
OCCUPIED BY THE FACT THAT THE SITUATION IN SOUTH 
SERIOUSLY DISTRUBS PEACE AND INTERNATIONAL SECURITY IN 
SOUTHERN AFRICA. 

CONVINCED THAT IT IS INCUMBENT UPON THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL TO ASSUME WITH URGENCY ITS RESPONSIBILITIES 
IN ORDER TO ACCELERATE THE RESOLUTION OF THE EXPLOSIVE 
SITUATION WHICH PREVAILS IN SOUTH AFRICA. 

1. CONDEMS ONCE AGAIN THE POLICY OF APARTHEID 
WHICH IS FOLLOWED BY THE SOUTH AFRICAN GOVERNMENT IN 
CONTEMPT OF RESOLUTIONS OF THE UNITED NATIONS ORGAIZATION 
IN FALGRANT VIOLATION OF THE UNIVERSAL DECLARATION 

OF THE RIGHTS OF MAN AND CONTRARY TO THE OBLIGATIONS 
WHIC ARE INCUMBENT UPON IT BY THE CHARTER OF THE 
UNITED NATIONS. 

2. REAFFIRMS THAT THE STRUGGLE OF THE OPPRESSED 
PEOPLE OF SOUTH AFRICA BY ALL MEANS AT THEIR DISPOSAL 
TO ERADICATE APARTHEID FROM IT STERRITORY IS 
LEGITIMATE AND MERITS THE SUPPORT OF THE INTERNATIONAL 
COMMUNITY. 

3. DECLARES THAT THE RACIST SOUTH AFRICAN REGIME 

HAS NO RIGHT WHATEVER TO REPRESENT THE PEOPLE OF SOUTH 
AFRICA. AND THAT THE LIBERATION MOVEMENTS OF THAT 
COUNTRY RECOGNIZED BY THE ORGANIZATION OF AFRICAN UNITY 
ARE THE ONLY AUTHENTIC RESPRESENTATIVES OF THE OVER- 
WHELMING MAJORITY OF THE SOUTH AFRICAN PEOPLE. 

4. RECOMMENDS TO THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY THE 
IMMMEDIATE EXPULSION OF SOUTH AFRICA FROM THE UNITED 
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NATIONS ORGANIZATION UNDER ARTICLE 6 OF THE CHARTER.
